Tn the matter of progress, or advancement: 
Tour Promotional Activities have shown results 
Mis past year. The Director of this department, 
€ Reverend Evelyn Muse, reported at the 
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Lyceum Conference in Lily Dale the result of her 
activities, and a report will be given during this 
week of convention. A Lyceum kit - material to 
guide a conductor of a new Lyceum - was made 
available, something that has been badly needed 
and sadly neglected. At this writing (in August) 
a Mini-course for Lyceum Teachers is in the 
making and it is the plan of the National Board to 
create a Certificate for Lyceum Teachers for 
those individuals who are interested in forming 
and conducting a Lyceum in the Churches. It is a 
mistaken idea that Lyceums are only for small 
children and there should be a Lyceum for all 
ages, more especially for those prospective 
members who are not versed in the philosophy of 

Spiritualism and who desire a membership. 
Because of the resignation of the Editor of the 
Spotlight for personal reasons, it is necessary to 
seek a replacement. One cannot follow in the 
footsteps of, or be a carbon copy of a most 
successful Editor, and any new individual must 
carve out his or her own path in the continuation 
of the magazine. It is the fervent hope of all who 
are interested in Lyceum activities, that the new 
Editor will be given the continuous support to 
bring forth a progressive, informative magazine 
which will appeal to young and old alike. Two 
prospects were considered and resume reviewed 
and it was the decision of your National Board to 
select Mrs. Rosanne Captain of Newark, N.Y. for 
this important task, and we appeal for con- 
tribution of articles and suggestions so that the 
new Editor will-move forward with the Spotlight. 
To aid the Promotional Activities it is the wish 
of your President to create a Teacher’s Bureau 
by regions, and Seminars be set up in more than 
one area at a time. The N.S.T. Club has been 
asked to solicit information that will be pertinent 
to this field of activity, for in moving about the 
country and serving in many churches it is 
amazing, and sometimes distressing, to learn 
what goes out in class work under the name of 
Spiritualism, and unsupervised. Creating, and 
using, teachers is necessary if we are to move 
ahead. There are teachers who can meet the 
needs and interests of young people,and many 
are interested in the workings of the spirit or 
they wouldn’t be coming through our doors, but 
when they enter and find eastern philosophies as 
well as orthodox Christian theological phrases 
injected in our lectures and supplications, who is 
it that confuses these young people - for they 
come to learn of spirit and Spiritualism and how 
their own awareness can be expanded with Spirit 
help. Rightfully understood,we are pioneers in 
transcendentalism - mind control - mind ex- 
pansion and spiritual awareness. Physhic 
groups and Parapsychological groups are 
springing up all over the country and there are 
those in the Spiritualist movement who ap- 
parently feel that ‘‘Spiritualism’’ should be

The question is often asked, “Why is there so 
much. sickness in the world?” The one asking 
usually refers to the sick in his immediate, little 
world--his church, school, neighborhood or city. 
He could easily ask the same question in 
speaking of crime, juvenile delinquency or the 
breakdown in personal morality. In fact, most of 
us question the occurrences incident to our ways 
of life. 


The North American continent has. admittedly 
the finest “Machinery” for living the most 
comfortable life the world has ever seen, yet, we 
do not have the personal health or happiness 
which we should have. At least, it seems that we 
do not. The reasons for this ‘‘lacking’’ are ob- 
scure, even to the wisest end, hence the constant 
chorus of “why?” 


It doesn’t take great intelligence to ask questions 
beyond the understanding of a genius. Man is 
ruled by more than pure fact. He is torn by 
emotion, by fear, and by thousands of whys. 

There are no. pat answers to the questions 
regarding sickness that seem so evident in life.

“Home Circle”

In forming the ‘‘Home Circle ” it is advisable 
that you chose a group that is congenial to each 
other but also those who are sincerely interested 
in development of their own mediumship.

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Simple Signs 
GUIDE POSTS OF LIFE 


By Howard B. MacDonald 


Symbols are essentially simply signs which 
stand for something different and greater than 
themselves; or, as Manly P. Hall puts it in his 
remarkable book, Lectures on Ancient 
Philosophy, “‘Symbols are forms, but the prin- 
ciples for which they stand so transcend the 
boundaries of form that they can only be sensed 
by reading into the symbol certain abstract 
elements or by grasping with internal com- 
prehension that greater profundity which the 
symbol does not contain but whose existence it 
intimates.” 

An understanding of symbology, or the 
esoteric science of interpreting signs and 
symbols, can be of the utmost importance and 
assistance to anyone desiring a greater insight 
into some of the deeper mysteries of existence, 
because many of the greatest teachings known to 
mankind can be learned, in some instances, 
more simply and permanently by contemplating 
a certain basic symbol than by reading many 
paragraphs of explanation. ‘‘One picture is 
worth a thousand words.” The study of symbols 
can help anyone to grasp certain intangible or 
occult ideas more readily. 

Symbols can reveal and yet conceal at the 
same time, depending upon the state of in- 
tellectual and spiritual development of the 
beholder. For those who have some un- 
derstanding of the Ancient Wisdom, symbols 
hold tremendous truths; but for those who have 
not as yet ventured into metaphysics and 
philosophy the same symbols would mean very 
little. Thus it is perfectly possible for the same 
symbol to mean one thing to one person and 
another thing to another person, and both in- 
terpretations would be correct for the individual 
concerned because of his stage of development. 
Therefore, of all the devices known to man for 
the transmission of learning, symbolism is 
perhaps the most important, because an in- 
nocent appearing pattern or design can preserve 
inviolate for all time some occult truth and give 
this truth only to those who are ready and worthy 
to receive it, yet at the same time conceal this 
teaching from those who are not ready or worthy 
to know it. In this clever manner much of the 
Ancient Wisdom has come down thru the ages 
undistorted and generally unsuspected. 

The study of symbols can be a lot of fun. There 
are symbols virtually everywhere, in 
everything; and the more you learn about them 
the more fascinating they become. And the more 
you understand about symbols the more you will 
learn about Life itself. In the space alloted, we 
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cannot give all the interpretations of eye 
symbol, we shall try to give the basic and most 
helpful ones. 

Ancient saying, “From out of the Nothin 
cometh the All.” One of the most beneficial ways 
to begin your study of symbolism is to look at g 
sheet of perfectly blank paper. Let this 
represent the Nothing from whence All cometh 
unlimited and unmanifested cosmic SPACE; or 
as the ancient philosophers called it, Absolute, 
out of which everything else is born. The blank 
sheet of paper itself is the best possible symbol 
for this. 

“To define adequately the nature of the 
Absolute,” says Manly P. Hall in his Lectures On 
Ancient Philosophy, ‘“‘is impossible, for it iş 
everything in its eternal, undivided, and un- 
conditioned state ---(yet) of all the symbols 
devised to represent its eternal and unknowable 
state, a clean blank sheet of paper is the least 
erroneous. The paper, being blank, represents 
all that cannot be felt, and all that cannot be 
limited by any tangible function of con- 
sciousness.”’ 

This SPACE, or the Absolute, is not God. It is 
the boundless state of invisible vibrations or 
energy out of which God, or the First Cause, 
manifests. It is not nature, or man, or the 
physical planets, or even what we call the 
universe itself. It is rather something infinitely 
greater than all these. It is the cosmic matrix 
out of which all else, both visible and invisible, 
comes. Spirit and Matter both exist in SPACE; 
Spirit being the positive aspect of SPACE, and 
Matter the negative aspect. 

All this you can learn, if you have the key, by 
simply looking at a sheet of blank paper! Now 
let’s put a single Dot on the paper--this is the first 
manifestation of anything in SPACE, or the 
Absolute. It is the first limitation of SPACE. Itis 
man’s first attempt to localize, or limit, anything 
in SPACE. It is, as Manly P. Hall points out, the 
ALL now considered as the ONE, or the first 
point. 

This Dot is the simplest of all symbols, and 
perhaps the most important; because Dy 
focusing all the energy and cosmic power of the 
Absolute into one spot, or vortex, you have 4 
central fountain, or point in SPACE from which 
this energy can radiate in all directions. In other 
words, the Dot represents God, or the first 
centralization of Power-- the Causeless Cause 

What is God? All wise men, have declare 
rightly that man, with his finite mind; can never

jully comprehend the nature of an Infinite 
creator. But there is no harm in our speculating 
intellectually, as far as we can upon the subject. 
therefore, utilizing the symbolism of the blank 
sheet of paper and the Dot, I would like to 
wiggest a possible definition which may be of 
some value: ‘‘God is the focal point from which 
the Cosmic Forces radiate.” 

= The Dot represents the beginning of all 
sxistence; the starting point of everything. 
symbolically it is the Sacred Island, or as the 
Hindus say, the Great Egg of Creation, laid by 
the White Swan, or Para Brahma, in the vast Sea 
f Space. The Dot is Spirit, or the germ of life; 
and from it comes all life. 

To illustrate the fact that all energy and 
greative power, all Life comes from the Dot, or 
God, the ancient philosophers drew a Line out 
fom the Dot itself. This is the second most 
important symbol. 

The line is essentially a succession of Dots, and 
jtrepresents motion, energy, expansion, growth 
or force shooting away from its original cause. 
Poetically it is the Way of Life, the Path of 
Perfection, the Ladder of the Gods. 

Thus the Dot becomes the Line, and the Line in 
turn becomes the radius of an imaginery circle. 
Many such lines, or rays of energy, pouring out 
fom the center to the limit of their strength, 
forms the circumference of the Circle. The Line, 
therefore, signifies the power of God, and the 
tircumference denotes the extreme edge of this 
outpouring of Cosmic Force. 

The Circle now becomes the third great basic 
symbol--the Circle or Circumference, which was 
formed by the Dot expanding into a series of 
radi ending where their force was exhausted. 
_ The Circle itself symbolizes the theoretical, or 
actual, limit of any force or power. The rays of 
he sun, for example, have their periphery, or 
jitermost circumference beyond which they 
annot shine. The Circle, therefore, in this 
tonnection, indicates the end of the energy or 
tower from the Dot. It marks the end of all 
tion; the vanishing point of everything. 

_ The simple characters are the basis of all 
‘Ymbolism; and from them come all other 

Ymbols. Manly P. Hall goes so far as to say 
that, “The keys to all knowledge are contained in 
the Dot, the Line, and the Circle.” In the Neo- 
Platonic philosophy these three basic symbols 
ae called respectively the One, the Beautiful, 
[d the Good. 
| Taken together they symbolize a great many 

poent things, and tell a number of stories. 
r example, the Dot represents the “cause,” 
We Line “means,” and the Circle “end.” The 
} “fa, the Action, and the Result; or Cause and 
fect the Law of Karma.. The Dot is the im- 
Wlse, the Line the method, and the Circle, the 
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finished product. They can also be considered to 
illustrate the principles of Inertia, Mobility, and 
Rhythm. 

In the early Christian theology the symbolism 
of the Dot represented Heaven, the Line was 
Earth, and Hell was the Circle, or the point 
where the ‘‘light of Heaven failed.” 

In the arts and sciences you can discover more 
symbolism. In grammar the noun is the Dot, the 
verb is the Line, and the object is the Circle. In 
music the impulse or stroke which produces a 
note is the Dot, the sound or tone itself is the 
Line, while the extreme point away at which this 
sound can be heard is the Circle. In physics the 
three may represent a lamp, its rays, and the 
limit of the rays. There are numerous other 
illustrations possible, once you grasp the basic 
idea. 

In some of the Ancient Mysteries,the Deity was 
symbolized by the Dot; the Savior-God was the 
Line, or “The Way,” and the place where this 
Savior finally manifest and did his work was, of 
course, the Circle, or the physical earth. Thus it 
can be seen how, from this point of view, these 
Saviors were considered to be the ‘“‘first born’’ of 
God, or the Dot; and why their teaching were 
called “The Way of Salvation” or ‘‘The Straight 
and Narrow Path”? back to God. A simple 
diagram thus makes this complicated teaching 
easier to understand. 

It is important to notice that the Circle by itself 
has a number of meanings very different from 
its use in connection with the Dot and Line. It 
frequently means Eternity, or the flow of Time. 
Also, it sometimes has the same purpose as our 
piece of blank paper-- the Absolute, or the entire 
UNMANIFESTED UNIVERSE. Like the paper 
with nothing on it, the Circle, to the ancient 
philosophers, signified the invisible realms, the 
higher spheres, or everything in its un- 
manifested spiritual condition. It was Cosmos 
above. 

The Square, in ancient symbology generally 
meant the entire MANIFESTED UNIVERSE; or 
the physical world, creation, matter, and all 
solid matter in general. Thus these last two 
symbols tell us about Heaven and Earth. 

Many symbols contain numbers in some form 
or another. Perhaps some design will have a 
certain definite number of lines or scrolls, or 
points; or perhaps some figure will have a 
definite number of sides, or angles; or perhaps 
some numeral will actually appear in the pattern 
or picture. For this reason it is essential to 
understand what these numbers mean. 

In symbology, numbers may have very dif- 
ferent meaningS than they do in modern 
numerology. In numerology, for example, 
numbers usually stand for certain qualities or 
attributes, like an adjective; but in symbology 
these same numerals might refer to certain 
facts, persons, things, or occult truths. Many

numbers are found in symbols; but the ones 
which occur most frequently seem to be 3, 4, 5, 7, 
9°32. and: 73. 

The number 3 refers primarily to some Trinity 


manifested universe, .and 
manifested universe. 

The number 9 most often refers to the 9 pre 
natal months of gestation in the womb. It ig of 
course, also Three Trinities; or the Trinities of 


the Inferior, or 
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such as: Father, Son and Holy Ghost; Body, 
Mind, and Spirit; The Supreme World, the 
Superior World and the Inferior World; Jupiter, 
Neptune, and Pluto; Zeus, Poseidon, and Hades; 
Brahma, Vishnu, and Siva; or God as Power, 
Wisdom, and Love, or perhaps Spiritual Will, 
Intuitional Wisdom, and Creative Intelligence. 

It can be the Higher and Lower Trinities of both 
Man and God. It can be Body, Mind and Spirit. 
It may signify the Three Degrees of 
Freemasonry, or some other Secret Society. 

Perhaps it means God, Man, and Universe. Or 
the principles of Inertia, Mobility, and Rhythm. 
It can even mean birth; or One issuing from 
Two. Usually, however, it is one of the well- 
known Trinities. 

The number 4 like the four-sided square 
frequently means manifestation, or the physical 
universe; or the principles of Matter and Solid. 
It often means the 4 original elements; Earth, 
Air, Fire and Water. Sometimes it refers to the 4 
Elemental Kingdoms; and occasionally though 
not often, it signifies the Fourth Dimension. 

The number 5 is called the number of 
Initiation. It refers to the 5 senses, and the five- 
fold nature of man: the physical, emotional, 
mental, intuitional, and spiritual. Sometimes it 
can mean the five orders of architecture: the 
Doric, Ionic, Corinthian, Tusca, and Composite. 

The number 7 does appear to be the most 
important and perhaps the most common in 
symbolism. It has a host of meanings. Basically 
it refers to the 7 original planets; Saturn, 
Jupiter, Mars, Venus, Mercury, Earth and the 
Moon: or the 7 Archangels; or the 7 Elohim of 
Creation; or the 7 Spheres. It is the 7 Days of 
Creation, the 7 Days of the week, and the 7 Root 
Races of mankind. It is the 7 chakras, or the 7 
physic centers, or plexuses, of the human body. 
It is the 7 musical notes and the 7 colors of the 
rainbow: red, orange, yellow, green, blue, in- 
digo, and violet. It is the 7 layers of the skin, and 
the 7 ductless glands. It is also the 7 orfices of the 
head: 2 eyes, 2 ears, 2 nostrils and 1 mouth; and 
the 7 body systems: the bones, muscles, ar- 
teries, veins, nerves, lymphatic system, and the 
glands. It can also mean the 7 objects of per- 
ception, such as: body, distance, shape, 
magnitude, color, motion, or tranquility; and 
the 7 types of motion possible: upward, down- 
ward, to the right, to the left, forward, back- 
ward, and rotary. Finally, 7is a combination of 3 
and 4, both of which have tremendous symbolic 
significance in themselves but which in com- 
bination usually refer to the Superior, or un- 
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the Supreme World, the Superior World ang the 
Inferior World. j 

The number 12 most always refers to the 12 
signs of the Zodiac; the 12 Zodical types; and 12 
Tribes of Israel; the 12 Christian Apostles; the 12 
months of the year; the 12 hours of the day and 
night; and the 12 Fellow-craftsmen of 
Freemasonry. i 

The number 13 is a vitally important number. 
Basically it alludes to the Sun and the 12 Signs of 
the Zodiac; or esoterically speaking, the power 
of God manifesting thru 12 channels, or in 19 
different ways. Popularly, it signifies Christ ang 
the 12 Apostles; a Judge and 12 Jurors; and, in 
America, the 13 Original States of the Union, 
Essentially a powerful and “lucky” number, 13 
has become an ‘“‘unlucky” number because of the 
betrayal of Jesus after the Last Supper of the 13, 

In addition to the Dot, Line, Circle and the 
numbers there are also the common symbols, 
such as the Lotus Flower, Lily, Rose, Grapes, the 
Beehive, the Skeleton and the Scythe, the Two 
Pillars, the Phoenix, the Serpent, the Caduceus, 
Flowering Staffs and Living Rods, the Serpent 
Biting his Tail, the Closed Eye, the Opened Eye, 
the Sword, the simple Triangle, Interlacing 
Triangles, and the Hour glass. 

The Christian Crucifix holds a deeper secret 
than many people suspect. It is a living, vivid, 
and thrilling symbol, not only reminding us of, 
the inspiring story of Jesus, but of the greater 
mystery beyond-- the mystery of the human soul 
itself, its descent into a physical body, its trials 
and tribulations here on earth, its search for 
wisdom and enlightenment, and its eventual 
liberation, or freedom from the Crucifixion in 
Matter. Many are the secrets you can learn from 
the study of symbols.

| Spiritualists, by common consent, like to use 
| ihe expression, ‘Infinite Intelligence,” in 
f describing God. There is no other superlative 

that more nearly describes God. 

Spiritualists believe that Infinite Intelligence 
js part of Universal Spirit. 

There is a high degree of synonymy between 
life and Spirit. Spirit is the activating principle 
that animates all life. Life does not and can not 

exist without it. We do not know precisely where 
spirit begins or even that it ever ends. It is 
reasonable to believe that spirit, in some form, is 
everlasting. 

The individualized spirit of man is a part of the 

Universal Spirit, as are all forms of animated 
} life; but man is considered to be imbued with a 
tloser relationship to Infinite Intelligence 
| because he is endowed with the creative prin- 
tiple. He can alter his own environment, af- 
fecting his relationship with his fellow man. 
Jesus emphasized the interrelationship between 
‘Infinite Intelligence and man. However, 
“Mankind as a whole has elected to overlook it; so 
absorbed is he in his own various theologies. 

Love is the sustaining manna of humanity. 

Without love the soul of man withers. Where 
| “mpassionate love exists, human life flourishes 
} a spiritual sense more importantly than from 
f physical standpoint. 
S Love is the antithesis of violence. The trigger 
‘Mhate is resentment, for hate is only intensified 
f ®sentment. Love can exist but it does not 
‘ttevail unless every bit of resentment is 
| pudiated and cast out of the consciousness. 

_ Love is gentle, sweet and healing. It is 
Niritual. To allow it to prevail in the con- 
 Stiousness is one of the most difficult of man’s 
®Whievements and one of his most lacking. Wars 
‘hall not cease until man strives for greater 
*Pititual love. Love alone embraces compassion 
“fellow man and by this means alone can 

| ce be achieved. 

The continuity of life for the individual after 

“ath is what gives purpose to life itself and to all 


“ 
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aspects of living. One may well say, “why 
bother,” if it were otherwise. Striving through 
the obstacles of life requires some prospect of an 
eventual betterment, however distant. A hole in 
the ground with an improbable prospect of a 
remote resurrection would seem to be small 
consolation for the misery much of humanity 
must suffer. Disregarding the fact that so much 
of humanity accepts that poor prospect, a better 
fate is actually in store for them. 

The identity of the individual is preserved 
after clinical death. Life continues from that 
point. For many this change in condition 
stimulates anunfoldment. For the ignorant, the 
response is lethargy. 

Natural Law dictates continuity in all 
existence. ‘‘Nothing is created and nothing is 
lost.” This is a law of chemistry, which is a 
single component of Natural Law. A simple 
example is ice: It can be altered to a liquid or 
turned into steam. 

Only the nature of man’s condition changes 
upon transition or so called death. There is no 
interval of suspended animation. Nature abhors 
a vacuum. 

The operation of Natural Law represents the 
activation of Infinite Intelligence. Natural Law 
is Immutable. Man cannot evade its inevitable 
finality. 

The great cosmos, the whole contents of the 
universe, functions in accordance with the 
governing of Natural Law, the Law of Infinite 
Intelligence, God’s Law. It is undiscriminating 
and universal in its application. Put your hand in 
a flame and it will be burned equally whether or 
not you are a Christian, Jew or Mohammedan. 

Throughout the ages some men have been 
inspired with new and unique ideas for the good 
of mankind.

Man’s superiority over animal life is that he 
has been endowed by Infinite Intelligence with 
the freedom of choice. This simultaneously and 
without equivocation thrusts upon him the

played down to make it more popular and ideas 
of the Psychic played up. It certainly is not our 
intention to demean any esoteric or exoteric 
group for Truth is truth in whatever avenue it 
may take to reach the mind of man, but 
Spiritualism is Spiritualism, not Theosophy or 
mystical in any way, and to inject - or make 
them a part of - the teachings contained in 
Spiritualism adds to the confusion in the minds of 
the general public. It has been proven that by 
placing Spiritualism in its rightful place before 
the public it can be as popular as any psychic 
endeavor, if the leaders are dedicated enough to 
make it so. 


In reflecting on our accomplishments and 
failures, if it is our idea to reach out into the 
colleges and universities to carry the message of 
Spiritualism to the young people, it appears to be 
very clear that the Psychic and Parap- 
sychological groups and Spiritual Frontiers 
Fellowship are doing an excellent job in areas 
where Spiritualism cannot move because 
Spiritualism is rejected whereas anything 
‘“‘psychic”’ is accepted. Yet the young people 
knock at the doors of the Spiritualist. Time, the 
touchstone of Truth will write the record of the 
Spirit and of Spiritualism. Meanwhile we must 
set our own house in order that our teachers and 
leaders of classes within a church will teach 
National Spiritualism and will teach on a 
common ground. It might be well to thoroughly 
indoctrinate ourselves in Spiritualism as taught 
by the N.S.A.C. for there are very orthodox 
Christian Spiritualists who add to the confusion 
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and cause a stranger to ask “What do you really 
believe.’ 

When in Los Angeles some of your Board 
members appeared before members and friends 
of the Southern California Psychical Research 
Society and demonstrated Spiritualism with a 
address, demonstration of mediumship and with 
question-answers, and this received much 
favorable comment from those attending. Rita 
Faubel, of Downey, California arranged this 
meeting as well as a meeting before the same 
group to evaluate the mediumship of the 
Reverend Larry Clark. Such meetings are more 
in keeping with Spiritualism than meetings 
dealing with the psychic. 

For several years we have been talking aba 
mini-courses. This has finally materialized an 
the one on Healing is now available. The mini 
course on Mediumship hopefully (at this writing) 
will also be available. It will henceforth be 
necessary for an applicant for either a Medium 
or Healer certificate to have taken this course 
prior to applying for certification. We are 
moving ahead in this direction. 

Communication with our Bureau of Education 
has been lacking in certain directions and it was 
recently established legally that our Bureau e 
Education is within the framework of We 
N.S.A.C. and must function under the | 
jurisdiction of the National Board, and this yea!

To the Officers and Delegates of the 84th Annual 
Convention of the NATIONAL SPIRITUALIST 
ASSOCIATION OF CHURCHES Assembled: 
Greetings:

4. That the N.S.A.C. Board of Directors 
decline, refuse or reject any petition or request 
for a Church Charter to any group of people 
unless there is a Lyceum-Children and-or Adult. 

5. That the N.S.A.C. Board of. Directors 
grant a Fund of $1,000.00 to the Lyceum 
Department for establishing a Lyceum Office 
and the Printing of Lyceum Materials. This is to 
be under the Supervision of the Lyceum 
Superintendent and Assistant, and reviewed by 
the N.S.A.C. Board of Directors before the 
materials are printed. 

6. That the $1,000.00 grant be used for 
printing Lyceum materials and as it is pur- 
chased by Lyceums the revolving fund to be used 
for extra printing materials. 

7. I further recommend that all Lyceum 
materials be invoiced, held,. and distributed 
through the Lyceum Dept. 

8. That a complete financial report of the 
Lyceum office with invoiced materials, books 
sold, printed materials on hand and the proceeds 
of sales be given the N.S.A.C. Office every six 
months--October 1 and July 1 of each year. 

9. That all new Lyceum teachers as of 
October 1, 1976 be instructed and compelled to 
take the mini-course compiled for Lyceum 
teaching. 

10. We further recommend the Lyceum 
Manual and Guidelines by Verna Kuhlig as being 
the best books of instructions for teachers. 

11. That a continued effort be made to 
organize more Lyceums. 

In conclusion may we further urge regional 
Lyceum Retreats, more Lyceum activities in the 
Churches, and especially do we urge the 
teachings of Spiritualism in all our class work. 
This is what the Lyceum is all about. 

It has been a pleasure to serve as your 
N.S,A.C. Lyceum Superintendent this year (1975- 
1976). If only one prayer could be granted at the 
close of this church year it would be: “‘Awaken 
Spiritualists to the great need of uniting as one 
for the Cause of Spiritualism and the Truth of the 
continuity of life.”
